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DISPIAT OF PH0T0GP.APRS 
SHOWS MJSEUM SCaLPTHRE 

An OKhibit of color and black and white photographs, which illuminate 
the original context of The Cleveland Museum of Art*s four well-known MOORHERS 
from tombs in the Carthusian Chartreuse de Ghampmol monastery near Oijon, France, 
are currently on view in ttxe Museum's educational corridor* The exhibit will 
continue through August. 

The MOORtlERS and much of the related material wore photographed at the 
Museum and in France by Martin linsey. The photographs include details of the 
MOURNERS as well as full views and details of the tombs and of the WEUi OF MOSES 
which is located in the courtyard of the monastery* 

Chartreuse de Champraol was founded in 1383 by the powerful Burgundian 
duke, Philip the Bold (I3i|2-lli0li)* The tombs that were once in it are now in the 
Dijon museum* 

The mourning figures around Philip the Bold's tomb, including the Museum's 
three, the figures for the portal of the monastery, and the w.t.t. qf MOSES were 
either completely executed or begun by the great Franc o-Hetherlandish sculptor 
Claus Sluter (active 1379/80-lit05-o6) and the work was continued by his nephew 
Claus de Werve (1380*li439)l the tomb of PhiUp's son, John the Fearless, from 
which the Hiseum's fourth MOURNER Comes, was executed by the French artist Antoine 
le Hoiturier (Ih25-lii97), 

The photographs, with accompanying explanatory material, further illustrate 
the history and artistic environment of which they were once a part*
